lice officers iu hot pursuit. 
It appears 


that for tho past month tho piers in Uio 
vicinity of Sixth street, 
have been 


crowded uvery afternoon by hundreds 
of men and boys, who, 
unmindful oi' 


tho feelings of the tender sex, stripped 
and dived from the doolcs. 
The matter 


having boon called to tho attention of 
tho captain of tlio product, order« weis 
issued instructing patrolmen to arrest 
any person found bathing without a 
bathing-suit. 
Although this order was 


known to exist, the docks were, us usu- 
al filled every evening with tlio cloth- 
ing of the offenders, while tho owners 
ignorant or careless of all danger, were 
twisting and squirming in tho water 
hour after hour. 
Matters progressed 


finely until last night, when a sergeant, 
accompanied by a number of policemen 
marched up Lewis street and divided 
into throe squads, 
Tho first squad 


moved in tho direction of pier (53, the 
second to tho foot of J'Mfth street, where 
ti bout was in waiting, while thu ni- 
maindcr passed through tho lumber- 
yard and .secreted themselves behind u 
pyramid of boards and ruf't-logs, 
En 


the meantime, the sergeant, in order to 
gain n commanding position whore ho 
oould deliver his orders, walked care- 
lessly ulong J.('il'th street pier, at thu 
same timo ordering nil tho bathers out 
of tho water. 
While the sorgcant was 


parleying with the offenders, the boat 
loaded with policniuen rounded tho pier 
and in mi instant the cry of "here come 
the cops" wns t.'iken up, and every face 
was at once directed toward1! the lum- 
ber yard and Sixth street dock, 
As 


soon us thu nuked urmy had left the 
water, the two squads pounced on them 
simultaneously, and fur thu space of ten 
urinuk'h tiiid indescribable! sccno ul' yon- 
fusion imsuod. 
Tlic, boys who wen: 


unable to find their own clothes grabbed 
thosu of their neighbors, itnd without 
waiting for further ceremony struck a 
bee-lino fur escape. 
80 scattered was 


tho crowd that it was impossible to 
catch all, and in order to divide the 
punihhinunt as equally us circumstanced 
would permit, the oflkcr.s 
Icl't thoir 


"trade mark" on tho buro hhuuldors of 
tho escaping ones, with rattans which 
they 
carried. 
Not 
having time to 


dress, the boys started towards avenue 
D, some with a cup on, others with unc 
leg in thoir pants, while the greater 
portion were perfectly naked, 
Ho close- 


ly did the police pursue them that it 
was impossible for them to hide behind 
tiny of the sheds, anil the result, was 
that when they reached avrmio J), they 
dived into hallways and alleys (o the 
dismay of tho female occupants, who 
know not tho cause of the htumpcde, 
As the fortunate bathers who had cnp- 
tured some clothing commenced to 
dress, a gang of demoralized boys stood 
around begging of their companions 
tho loan of tho simplest quantity of 
clothing until they should reach homo. 
Th(! oflieorH, each with u prisoner and 
a bundle of clothes, arrived at tho cor- 
ner of Fifth and .Lewis strscts, and then 
took up their march for the station 
house, followed by at least :i thousand 
pcoplu.
